But Leaders Admit There Is Not Much 
Doubt About Result of Ballot en 


Strike Proposition. 


New York, .July 7.—The official an­ 
nouncement of the result of the strike 
vote recently completed among 100,000 
conductors and trainmen of fifty-two 
eastern railroads will be made tomor­ 
row when the figures will be present­ 
ed to the conference committee of the 
railroads. 
Although secrecy is being maintain­ 
ed concerning whether a strike will 
be ordered in the fall, a strike that 
would tie up practically all railroad 
traffic north of Virginia and cast of 
the Mississippi, the labor men Individ*j 
ualiy are adm itting there is not much) 
doubt about what the result of tho 
vote will be. 
The last consignment of CSCO votes 
was received in New York on Satur­ 
day, it is understood, and their count­ 
ing was completed. Many of the lead­ 
ers of 
the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen and of Die Order of Rail- 
way Conductors have returned to their 
rooms in the Broadway Central. 
All 
cf the RD delegates—a conductor and 
a trainm an rom each road—are not 
expected to arrive in New York until 
tomorrow. 
“ It would be bad taste for us to 
make public th* result of the vote be­ 
fore submitting it to tho railroads,’ 
said A. B. Garretson, head of tho con­ 
ductors. “After it is given to them, 
howe ver, the public may have it." 
Garretson 
admitted that the men 
have* been enjoined against rlscnsstna 
In any way tile vote or departing in 
the slightest from a policy of strict 
secrecy regarding It. He deended th ; 
plnn by asserting they “did not like to 
wash their dirty linen Iii public.”

GROWING ALFALFA. 
Tho number is constantly increasing 
of those who are taking up the grow­ 
ing of alfalfa, and the tendency is a 
m atter of congratulation, for no other 
crop that can bo grown In the north 
temperate zone gives ho great prom­ 
ise along th** line of restoring or main­ 
taining soil fertility aud Increasing the 
bank accounts of the farmers who 
grow it.

*“ THE BREADFRUIT TREE. 


it. 
Like 
Meat When Cooked Taste* 
Mashed Potatoes and Milk. 
One of the gifts of the eastern trop 
Ic* to the western ii the breadfruit, 
which is now extensively planted in 
the West Iudh*s. 
This can be don* 
only by cuttings, as the cultivated va 
rtety develops no seeds. 
In the wild 
form the cbestnutlike steeds are eaten, 
but the pulp is disregarded. The tree 
Is of moderate height, but spreads a 
broad crown of large, ragged edged, 
flossy leaves, making an excellent 
shade. 
The fruit, which is a compound of 
the massive clusters of blossoms, Ii 
about the size of a cocoanut aud Is in­ 
cased In a rough rind. 
This, when 
baked in hot ember* or in an oven, 
broken open and scoop'd out with a 
altoun, tastes like mashed potatoes and 
milk or like sweet bread, which It also 
resembles In apparail* e. It Is a little 
fibrous toward the center, but else­ 
where Is quite smooth and “puddingy.** 
Sometimes a curry or stew Is made of 
it, and it goes well as a vegetable with 
meat or gravy. 
“With sugar, milk, 
butter or treacle,“ Wallace wrote, ‘It 
Is a delicious pudding, having a very 
•light but delicate and characteristic 
flavor, which, like that of good bread 
and potatoes, one never guts tired of ” 
It la also highly nutritious. 
The genus (trtocarpus) contain* sev­ 
eral species, one of which, the Jack- 
frult. is also cultivated for eating. The 
timber of the tree is also useful, the 
bark can lie prepared for a sort of 
cloth and tho sap forms, when boiled 
With oil, a mucilaginous liquid very 
useful for making the seams of wood­ 
en palls, canoe* and the like water 
tight —Harper s Weekly.

GOVERNM ENT HAS REPORT. 


Various Binders For Different Kinds of 
Surfaces Are Studied by the Office of 
Roads 
and 
Means 
Suggested 
For 
Remedying Country Wide Evil. 


The question of dust on the roads at 
this season of the year is a trouble­ 
some one, and on Hie solution of this 
problem and its study the office of pub­ 
lic roads. Washington, recently made 
an interesting report Concerning the 
means of overcoming the dust evil tin* 
report says; 
“The dust problem as it stands to­ 
day aecia* to bt* open to two methods 
of attack first, by applying material* 
to the road w hi* Ii w ill hold down the 
dust formed aud, second, by methods 
of construction designed to reduce the 
formation of dust and therefore the 
wear of the road to a minimum. Dust 
prevention has so far been mainly eon 
lined to tile treatment of old macadam 
surfaces, and many preparations have 
ap pen m l on the market during the last 
few years for which great claims have 
been made. 
“There are also two general methods 
of preventing dust on finished surfaces 
first, keeping down the dust formed 
on rite road- and. second, reducing its 
formation to a minimum. 
With tills 
classification In mind, a corresponding 
division of dust preventives may lie 
made. and the different materials may 
la* classed as temporary binder* and 
permanent binders. 
It will be found 
that this classification readily lend* it - 
stir to a logi al comparison of tho rela­ 
tive merits of the different materials 
when eoU'ifiensl in regard to their ap-. Pl 
plication and suitability for differentj£ 
kinds of roads as well as to various,5 
conditions of tm tile and climate. T he:* 
essential requisite for any dust pFe- jN 
centi vc is its binding power, or, in otic'pi 
cr words, it> power of holding together ij 
the fine material produced on the sui* | s 
face <f the rend.

FOR PIGS. 
The question of the ration for the 
little pigs Just after they ar© weaned 
is nu important one. The idea should 
be to keep tin rn growing, aud for this 
a balanced ration should t*e fed. While 
a ration consisting of two parts short.*, 
one part bran and one part oil meal, 
made Into a warm slop und supple­ 
mented by shelled corn and tats, Is 
fUceJent, a still simpler ration may l»o 
given, consisting of seven or eight 
parts corn aud one part high grs.de 
tankage or meat meal. 
lf the pig* i 
have access to a clover or alfalfa pas- 
tare they will get a purt of their pro- j 
teLn supply in this w ay, and the pro- I 
portion of tankage may Is* reduced to 
one-fifteenth Instead of cne-scventh of 
the ration.

In these eases a less sulf­ 
ate© m aterial w ill have t" tie employed, 
although In the long run this will of­ 
ten prove more costly,
